THE LOSS OF THE ADEN. 


The following telegram from tho Ran- 
oon Gazette adds little to what is already 
fnown of the loss of the Aden :—- 

Bombay, July 11.—The mail steamor 
brought to Bombay the rescued. native 
crew, of the steamer Aden. Sevoral sur- 
vivors wore interviewed and state the ship 
left Shanghni on 4th May, called at 
Colombo on 1st June, leaving on the samo 
day for Aden. : 

On the moming of 9th June about 3 a. 
m., tho vessel. was wrecked on the East 
coast of Socotra about two miles from’ the | ' 
island. Heavy cyclonic. westher prevailed 
atthe timo and, if was pitch dark. As soon 
aa the steamer struck, the Captain seeing

‘and passengors given the first opportunity 
to enter them. About. forty-five of tha 

assengers and ‘crew got in the first 
ifo boat aadlicit the vessel, The Chicf4 
Officer, two kelasis and the Quartermaster 
got in the second boat and followed the 
route taken by the first boat.

The boata left 
hetween 8 and 9a.m. on June 9 and no- 
thing was heard of them while tho rest of 
the crew remained on board.
